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Sir: 

As requested in the Interview Summary of July 18, 2008 by Examiner Niland, 
applicants' summary of the interview is provided below. A summary of the Interview 
was also provided in Reply and Amendment Accompanying Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.114 submitted on July 21, 2008. 

On Thursday, July 17, 2008, the undersigned conducted a telephonic 
interview with Examiner Niland. Examiner Niland was very helpful in furthering the 
prosecution of this application. Applicants requested clarification on the new matter 
and 35 U.S.C. §112 second paragraph rejections in paragraphs 2A and 3A of the 
Final Office Action. Applicants requested clarification as to whether the rejections 
were based on the language "with the proviso that:." Examiner Niland indicated that 
he did not appear to have a problem with this language per se. 
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Examiner Niland indicated that the newly added phrase " the amine functional 
group inserted in the at least one biuret is bonded to at least one aminoalkoxysilne" 
was the problem because the claim appears to indicate that an amine group in the 
biuret is bonded to the aminoalkoxysilane such that there are two amino group 
bonded to each other. Examiner Niland suggested possible alternative language , 
such as "the amine functional group inserted in the at least one biuret is that of the at 
least one aminoalkoxy silane unit". The Examiner also indicated that similar 
language may be acceptable. Examiner Niland agreed with applicants 
representative that this language appears to be consistent with the teachings on 
page 15 of the specification and various portions of the specification that relate to the 
teachings on page 15. 

Applicants representative indicated that amended claims having language 
similar to that discussed would be included in a Request for Continued Examination 
which was being filed 
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
